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 ales tax collections $2.62 per 
resident in 1949 down to only 
$1.90 per resident in '53. This 
means that in 1953 a very 
prosperous year for business 
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purchases from local merchants 
amounted to only $380.00 per 
person as compared to $514.00 
per person in 1949 a 'depres­ 
sion year' -by comparison. We 
suggest that the customers (or 
perhaps I should say those who 
are not customers of Torrance 
merchants) tell us what they 
want the retail merchants to do 
to encourage them to trade in 
Torrance."

Reasons for Lost Business 
"We believe that one of the 

causes of lost business is the 
parking problem, because in­ 
adequate parking facilities.

"1) waste the time of every 
motorist time is money; 2) in­ 
crease business operating cost 
and the merchants cost of dis-
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tributlon; 3") rob car owners of 
full and economical use of their 
essential vehicles; 4) discourage 
shoppers.

"You've heard about the fel­ 
low who bought a trailer so he'd 
have a place to live while he 
looked for a place to park.

"Actions necessary include:
"1. Better use of present fa­ 

cilities.
"2. Providing new facilities.
"3. Stricter enforcement of 

parking regulations.
"We can do it when we meet 

the problems face to face. Ac­ 
tion comes about because we 
see the need."

Isolation
In addition. Torrance is some­ 

what isolated even from itself. 
It's not easy or convenient for 
residents of many sections of 
the city to trade in Torrance. A 
study should be made to widen, 
improve or even open up new 
streets that will bring the 
people of the entire are to our

local merchants to buy. And all 
streets in and around Torrance 
lead people into the city.

"The answer to our problems 
is not one big blazing action 
but many little actions, fought 
on many different fronts   
usually by unsung people who 
believe like giants."
